UKRAINE - exclusive allocation of URA-UZA block and will relinquish 
all "RB" calls, as the letter "R" is going to Russia 
exclusively. 

There may be additional changes pertaining to other republics, but at 

this time information wasn't available. (ed. Gee! Think of all those 

computer databases that will have to be changed.)
